ment. No one durst disobey tho edict; tho 
young girls wore paused in review, and fif- 
teen hundred esteemed worthy of their mar- 
ter'u approbation were aeut to Moscow. To 
form nu idea of the ,[>aciifico wo must try (o 
fancy what Ku.Sijifi wan iu the fifteenth cen- 
tury. 
Thoao immouso distances, those 


irwely ButUtd OifitrieLs, those rude habits 
ich dismay (ho traveller of today, when 
ges and railroads and hotels and all tho 


forma of modern progress are at hand to 
smooth tho path, then presented all their 
formidable- pristine difficulties. 
The risk, 


tho cost, the fatigue of a journej from the 
remotest provinces to tho capital were ap- 
palling. " Yet these hardships had to be 
faced, llio tumults of hope and fear con- 
trolled, all tho hatred and jealousy of rivals 
encountered, and the bitterness nud mortifi- 
cation of disappointment endured. 


On arriving at Moscow further examina- 


tions ere made, and various competitors 
dismissed unseen by tho czar,until the num- 
jer reserved for the actual exhibition was 
comparatively small.

Tero sent from every part of the empire; of 
heso, only eiylity-four passed the subse- 
luout esauiiuatioiis, and finally but twelve, 
who wcro then turned over to physicians 
aud niidwives for certificates of health.

his dozen the- czar, after much deliberation, 
chose one for himself and ono for his BOD. 
Llius in two roigus the custom became fixed 
u the manners of tho nation, and the peo- 
)lo soon cfinio to regard it as a right of their 
laughters, which gave the hum blest-bora 
jcauty a 
chauco of becoming ompresp. 


L'hus, a girl who but a few weeks before had 
joeii gathering mushrooms in tho fields for 
he support of her family, came to find her- 
self wife of tho emperor of all the llussiae. 
low did she adopt herself lo such a posi- 
lou: How did the autocrats tolerate her 
lomely ways? Tho Trench commentator on 
~.I. Zubieliuo observes that tho difference 
vae but slight then between tho daughter of 
ho proudest boyar and tho poorest peasant; 
t Is tho development of education and lux- 
ury which makes the true distinction of 
classes. In Itussia three conturiei ago all 
ver§ nearly equally illiterate and dirty. 


When tho monarch had rnado his choice 


ho bride-elect was at once lodged OB an 
uiguat personage; slio was treated in tho 
L'crem among the sisters or daughters of 
h« czar, in charge of Ins mother or of ladies 
jf high birth and .standing; she was given a 
coronet such as tho imperial princesses 
vore, and saluted a.s czarevna; tho nobles 
and officer;) of llio court came to kips the 
ross before her—i. o., nialio oath of fidelity; 
he was publicly prayed for among tho 
members of the impurial family, but under a 
new name,which she was henceforth lo bear, 
as though robaptized for her new life.

vas a life beset with danger, and tho period 
jetwccn the sovereign's choice and tho mar- 
ingo was tho most hazardous of all for the 
bjcct of his favor.

fruit," writes a correspondent, "I find that 
theso two things aro not sufficiently attended 
to—Iho complete filling of tho can, aud tho 
putting in of tho material boiling hot. 
It 


is often supposed n liltlo lack in eilher or 
botlus of no consequence. This is a mistake, 
and it needs only n single test to convince 
anyone. Fill tho can so that it will over- 
flow with tho boiling material; close instant- 
ly tightly and securely, aud set iu n dark, 
cool place. Treat another can iu tho usual 
way, being iu no particular hurry, and 
having no concern whether tho can is snugly 
filled or not; set tho Iwo cans sido by side, 
and when iho liuio comes for opening test 
them together. Tho one put up in the 
usual way, although it may bo relished and 
soom all right, will bo found upon compari. 
sou to lack tho freshness and flavor of tho 
other. It is by comparing tho two that tho 
difference is best seen. The ono is fa fresh 
as it was when first put up; Iho other will 
show moro or loss mold, with the fresh 
fruituoss gone, leaving a partially fermented 
mass. Such fruit, moldy and fermented, 
if but to a slight degree, is unhealthy, and 
were better not eaten. Tho other on the 
contrary, is both healthful aud grateful. 
No, it takes no more timo or labor, but 
frequently less, to do tho work woll, than in 
tho usual way in which it is done."
